How Springer and Others Would Like 
to Shelve the Question. 


Proposed International Conference at 
the World’s Fair. 


A Plan by Which a Vexatious Issue in 
the Party’s Politics May be Elimi- 
nated Till After the 

Election, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WasHINGTON, Jan. 1O—[By the Ass 
ciated Press.| The silver question is a 
legislative issue once more, awakening 
the liveliest apprehension of both par- 
ties at the national capital. During 
the past few days this topic has been 
the subject of more discussion than 
tariff reform. But there is suddenly 
‘Inanifested among the Democratic lead- 
ers a disposition to prevent the silver 
question reaching the dignity of a para- 
mount issue to the prejudice of. tariff 
reform. It is said measures will be 
taken to stamp the financial question 
as a secondary issue. Representative 
Springer of Illinois, Senator Carlisle of 
Kentucky, Senator Palmer of Illinois 


chusetts are a few of the prominent 
Democrats said to believe that the best 
solution of the silver question is in an 
international agrecment, and will favor 
a bill now being prepared for the rele- 
gation ofthe matter to an international 


Such a disposition of question by 
Congress would of courS@ prevent the 
silver question becoming a harrassing 
issue in the coming campaign, and en- 
able the fierce political battle of 1822 
to be fought upon the burning issues of 
tariff reform. 

Regarding the course he thought 
should be pursued by the Democratic 
party in this Congress on the question. 
Representative Springer tonight said to 
an Associated Press reporter: ‘‘The 
course l’ve heretofore pursued is well 
known. I’m a _ bimetallist and can’t 
support any policy which would rele- 
gate silver to the rear or eliminate it 
from politics. On the contrary I would 
make ita great national and interna- 
tional question and would set it upon 
lines as broad as possible and at the 
earliest time practicable. That which 
is desirable and may be attained ought 
to be the aim of all legislation. What 
then is attainable during this Congress, 
so far as silver is concerned? It would 
be next to impossible for both Houses 
to agree upon a silver bill of any kind. 


between the two houses, securing free 
coinage or making more liberal provis- 
ions in that direction, the President 
stands ready to interpose his veto. 
Hence, no legislation upon this subject, 
however desirable, can be attained: 
‘The situation carries us then to 
March 4, 1893, when the present Con- 
gress expires by limitation of law. 
The next Congress, elected in Novem- 
ber next, will not assemble till Decem- 
ber, 1898. This is the earliest time 


of measures which may hereafter be 
enagted regarding the coinage of sil- 
ver. Can anything be done in the 
meantime to enable Congress to reacha 
proper conclusion on the silver question 
when the time arrives at which practic- 
able legislation may be entered upon? 
This, it seems to me, is a practicable 
question forthe consideration of the 
present Congress. This Congress could 
pass an act authorizing the assemblage 
of an international monetary congress, 
whose object shall be to formulate, sub- 
ject to. the approval of the countries 
they represent, a uniform monetary 
system and fix the relations which gold 
or silver should have to each other. It 
seems most appropriate that this inter- 
national congress should be held in Chi- 
cago during the World’sFair. It should 
bel congress, not a secret conference 
or commission, and should havea large 
representation of this Government and 
those with which we maintain diplo- 
matic relations. The proceedings 
should be published the same as the 
proceedings of Congress. It would 
thus become a great educational agency 
for the enlightenment of the people of 
all countries on the subject. The 
United States representatives should be 
appointed by the president of the Sen- 
ate and Speaker, at least seven by each, 
not more than four of whom should be 
members of the same political party; 
and who should represent the different 
shades of opinion on the subject. It 
might be well to authorize the Secretary 
of State and Director of the Mint to 
act also as United States representa- 
tives. 

‘‘The President should be authorized 
to invite governments to send represen- 
tatives and should inform other nations 
that the United States earnestly desires 
to secure a uniform system of coinage, 
weights and measures, to be adopted 
-thereafter by all commercial nations in 
order to facilitate the exchange of 
commodities and simplify monetary 
transactions; also that the United 
States desires an international agree- 
/ment regarding the relations to- be 
maintained between gold and silver. 
The attention of all governments 
should also be called to the great advan- 
tage accruing from the adoption of 
such uniform systems andin t event 
that no conclusion is reached the law- 
making power of the United States will 
feel at liberty to adopt such measures 
in reference to the subjects named as 
“are most conducive to the welfare of 
the people of this country. The United 
States Secretary of State should be 
authurized to make proper provisions 
for holding such congress, the latter to 
make its own rules and elect its own of- 
ficers.. If an international agreement 
could be secured upon the subjects men- 
tioned, which would meet the approval 
of even some leading nations of the 
earth, it would be the greatest thing of 
the century. Even should it not be se- 
cured, education upon the subject re- 
sulting from the publication of the pro- 
ceedings would enable our own .Con-

‘Such a convention has never been 
held, and the necessity for uniformity 
upon the subjects mentioned will never 
be more strikingly illustrated than at the 
World’s Fair. There will be repre- 
sented the products and people of all 
civilized amd semi-civilized nations. 
But in the midst of ail their productions 
will be the confusion of tongues with 
reference to the values of their prod- 
ucts and the weights and measures by , 
which they are to be exchanged. Th 
world is getting to be nearer togeth 
every day. ; With steam navigation, 
railways, telegraph and cable lines the 
world is fast becoming one great fam- 
ily, and itsusiness and money trans- 
actions shoyld be kept in one tongue 
and by one sfandard. The Democratic 
party is the party of the people, believ- 
ing in meeting, discussing and settling 
every gquestign after the fullest possible 
discussion Upon such basis as will best 
conserve thé best interest of the peo- 
ple. It isofthe utmost importance that 
when the bh question is settled it 
shall be se right. All concede that 
an international agreement is the best 
settlement Of the silver question. We 
should makem determined effort to se- 
cure such @niformity. Failing, we 
shall be justified in acting for ourselves 
in the manmef best for our separaie in- 
terests.”? 

Senator Caflisle said to the reporter: 
“An international congress for the so- 
lution of the sjiver question 1s, I think, 
the only pragtical thing that can be 
done at this e. Of course agitation 
can go on for an indeti- 
ut accomplishing prac- 
tical resultsfmut if a monetary confer- 
ence can a upon some plan which 
would receivé the approval of the coun- 
tries interested the whole question may 
be satisfactorily settled. The agitation 
now going onis doing harm all the time, 
whereas the proposed plan might bring 
about a satisfactory result.”’ 

Continuing, Carlisle said: ‘I have 
been for a long time in favor of such a 
conference. I believe inthe use of both 
gold and silver, and were the conditions 
reversed, and gold at a discount com- 
pared with silver, I would favor meas- 
ures restoringthem toaparity. I think 
a measure properly framed wilf pass 
both houses of Congress, though the 
ultra free-coinage men may oppose it. 
Ido not think it-good policy for the 
Democratic party to adopt a free coin- 
age platform, as the party is divided 
upon that question. Ido not think the 
silver question has yet received ade- 
quate consideration by the peoplé.”’ 

Senator Palmer of Illinois readily ac- 
knowledged that he was in favor of the 
proposed bill for an international con- 
gress, saying that he saw no other 
means of determcing the parity of gold 
and siiver. Discussions now going on 
inthe country in regard to the silver 
question are valuable and must go on 


like a common ground of agreement. 
A free coinage platform for the Demo- 
cratic party is simply impossible, as the 
party is divided on the question. An 
international congress is the only means. 
of reaching a satisfactory decision. It 
is apparent even now that the proposi- 
tion will be bitterly opposed and by 
some of th. most prominent Democrats. 

Chairman Bland of the Housté Coinage 
Committee was out of the city, but his 
colleagues say he opposes any délay in 
silver legislation. 

Representative Culberson of Texas be- 
lieves that the proposition is a betrayal 
of the interests of the people to the 
power of New York and New England, 
its object being to make her platform to 
fit some Eastern man aspiring for the 
Presidency. 

Tarsney of Missouri is likewise op- 
posed tothe plan. ‘‘Sherman says the 
best way to resume is to resume,’’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘and the best way to settle the 
silver question is to settle it. We have 
to face it, and any bill pfoposing to rel- 
egate it to an international congress is 
a subterfuge designed to keep it out of 
the coming campaign. The people of 
the country do not need more education 
upon the subject. They know what 
they want. Pass a free coinage bill 
and send it tothe President. If he ve- 
toes it let him take the responsibility.”’ 

Senator Chilton of Texas thought the 
only manly, effective method of dealing 
with the silver question is to pass an 
unlimited coinage law and put it to the 
test of experience. |

New York, Jan. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}| The Herald’s Valpa- 
taiso special says:. ‘There has been 
a great deal said about Minister Egan’s 
action in escorting three Balmacedist 
refugees to Valparaiso, but severe crit- 
icism is disarmed by knowledge 
that he did so with the tacit approval 
of the new administration. The press 
discusses the subject in a calm spirit. 
While in no wise condemning Egan it 
asserts that, the United States 
must assume the responsibity if he 
loses the respect of the public 
byescorting such characters as these 
refugees, for his doing so degrades him 
to the level of a policeman. Then re- 
calling the well-established fact that 
Egan ‘had done exactly the same 
thing for many prominent Congression- 
alists in their hourof peril,the press goes 
on to say that there is no comparison 
between the caring for men like Pedro 
Montt, Augustin Edwards and others of 
their standing who were on the side of 
liberty and order, and protecting these 
refugees who are known outside their 
career as Balmacedist coadjutors, to be 
utterly devoid of good deeds.

DISTURBED REPUBLICS. 


Revolt in Argentine—Brazil Still Suffering 
from Disorders, 

New York, Jan 10.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The Herald’s South 
America advices say that in Buenos 
Ayres rumors are current that a revolt 
has taken place among the Seventh and 
Second regiments of the line. It is 
commonly believed that the revolters 
were influenced by followers of Roca. 
The government has taken measures to 
suppress the insurrection. The First 
Regiment and Third Artillery have been 
ordered to reinforce the Buenos Ayres 
garrison. Cartridges were served to all 
the men, but it is feared that, despite 
these preparations, the iysurgents are 
so strong that they will march from 
Rosa Rio Mendoz and La Plata upon 
Buenos Ayres.

GRIP AMONG INDIANS, 


The Disease Making Terrible Ravages 
Among the Cheyennes, 


GutTurie (Oklahoma,) Jan. 3.—|Corre- 
spondence.| report comes here 
from the Indian country that the grip 
is epidemic in many of the tribes and 
its ravages are much more fatal than is 


-usual-with the disease among the 


whites. Itappears to affect children and 
old people more than any other class, and 
in two instances reported the epidemic 
has become so severe that whole fami- 
lies have been swept -away. Among 
the Chevennes the malady is especially 
severe, anda runner who has lately 
come from there says that there 
are down in one village not less 
than nine out of every ten, 
and as these absolugely refuse to 
receive the attention of the white 
physicians they arein danger of being 
almost extérminated. The disorder ap- 
pears to be of a rheumatic nature, and 
in almost every case reported the pa- 
tient has had an inflammatory action on 
all the smaller jointsj}axd all the indi- 
cations of achte articular trouble is 
present invariably. 

Among the Kiowas the disease is as 
bad, and it is feared by the local sur- 
geon that many deaths will occur 
among thechildren. Theyare attacked 
with what appears to be a bad cold, 
and this develops into a throat trouble, 
which is very obstinate and extends to 
the glands along the neck, causing 
these to swell in a ffigttful manner. 
These swollen glands are liable to form 
abcesses and assist the malady in pro- 
ducing death. 

In nearly all the other tribes in the 
territory, especially what is known as 
‘‘Blanket Indians,’ the trouble has been 
very severe, and in every village the 
deaths have been so numerous as to 
cause almost a panic among the Indians. 


A DAY OF MOURNING. 


Funeral of Victims of the Krebs Mining

The City of Durango Will Soon Have 
a Railroad.

About 9 o’clock this morning a South- 
ern Pacific special is expected to arrive

When Oranges Are Ripe. 
{Pomona Progress. ] 

There is, perhaps, no other fruit that 
isso deceptive in appearance as the 
orange. The majority of people, unac- 
quainted with the slow process of-an 
orange from the blossom to maturity, 
when they see the dark-green hue give 
place tothe yellow tint will at once 
conclude that the fruit is ripe and fit 
for consumption. The idea is a pardons 
able one, and with any other fruit it 
would net be a mistake. But a yellow 
orange is by no Means a ripe one, as 
has been frequently shown. This was 
a fact that was long in being learned, 
but it has now been fully demonstrated, 


the present” time” the” oranges “all 


over the State are changing color, and 
in some places itis claimed that they 
are ripeand fit for’ consumption. But 
the factis that, after an orange bee 
comes yellow, it must remain upon the - 
tree from two to three months before it 
is fully ripe. Indeed, the longer it ree 
mains the better it will be, though if it 
hang too long it will become too ripe to 
market without loss. But, as every 
orange connoisseur knows, that fruit is 
never so delicious as when it has re 
mained on the tree for five or six 
months after changing color. It is 
then at its primmg and possesses qualities 
utterly lacking in the fruit that is gath- 
ered too quickly. 


Cut Flowers in the Mails, . 
[Hartford Courant.[ 

Cut flowers are constantly sent 
through the mails, but seldom in such 
amanner as to preserve their bloom 
and freshness. To effect this pack ina 
light wooden box, not using. cardboard}; 
line the box with wadding or cotton 
batting, laying over this a sheet of tis- 


sue paper; then lay the flowers, not on 


top of each other, but in rows side by 
side, the blossoms of each row onthe 
stems of their neighbors; pack closely, 
otherwise the flowers will be displaced 
and injured in the journey. Before 
packing they should stand in water for 
several hours in order to absorb moist- 
ure enough -to keep them from wither 
ing. It is not well.to sprinkle them too 
heavily after they are in the box, for 
without air this.is likely to produce 
mildew.

While the most partisan newspapers 
have nothing to say in faaor of that 
feature of practical politics called the 
gerrymander, there is one occasionally 
which puts up a plea in favor of ‘‘Mich- 
iganizing.”’ -This plan of choosing 
Presidential electors by Congressional 
districts, instead of by States, it is 
urged, brings the choice of a President 
nearer home to the people, and is the 
next thing to electing him by popular 
vote. This would be all right probably, 
if the success of Michiganizing were not 
dependent on the success of the gerry- 
mander. 

The fact is that the people of many 
States do not have the utmost confi- 
dence in their legislatures, and do not 
care to delegate any more power to 
them than they are absolutely obliged 
to. We of California have abundant 
cause for such a prejudice. So long as 
ward politics in the larger cities is in 
the hands of ward politicians, domi- 
nated by a boss, the legislative repre- 
sentation from such quarters is sure to 
be anything but creditable... Even 
the representation from lesser cities 
and country districts does not al- 
Ways exemplify the average culture,

the constituency.

and partisan legislature 
wishes to perform a monumental 
service for political bosses 
about the firstthing it does is to re- 
district the State. In this the fine 
Italian hand of the manipulator shows 
forth in so grouping counties or part of 
counties together that the aggregate 
vote of the district will be sure to show 
a majority on the side desired. If the 
gerrymander is for the Democrats, then 
'a\Republican county or precinct is 
tacked on to enough Democratic coun- 
ties or precincts to ‘‘snow it under,’’ so 
to speak. There are many ways of 
manipulating the boundary lines, the 
net result of which may be like that in 
Ohio, where the districts, taken as en- 
tities, are mostly Democratic, while the 


popular vote of the State is largely | 


Republican. Thisis not bringing the 
elections nearer the people, but it is 
the most infamous kind of a juggle with 
their votes. It is so humbugging them 
with the political thimblerig that the 
minority of the people exercise the pre- 
ponderating power in choosing the Con- 
gressional Representative. It isin ef- 
fect defeating the will of the majority 
and therein defeating the plan of popu- 
lar government. 
We do not detiy’that the gerrymander 
has been employed by the Republican 
machine, just as it has been used by the 
Democratic machine. But that does 
not justify it by any means. It is fully 
as mischievois and subversive of the 
public rights on the one side as on the 
other. The evil is only intensified when 
it is regarded as a legitimate form of 
tactics on both sides, for the juggle of 
a Democratic legislature of one year 
may be reversed by the juggle of a 
Republican legislature at the next re- 
apportionment, and thus each time a 
} party comes into power it takes this 
undue advantage to keep in power. 
Now, if we override the popular vote 
of the State in choosing Representatives 
to. the National Congress, making it 
possible for the minority to control the 
delegation, and jf, on top of this, we 
override the popular vote of. the State 
in choosing Presidential electors, that 
effectually takes the choice of the Na- 
tional Government out of ‘the hands of 
the majority. That is Michiganizing. 
If the incentive is great to manipulate 
the Congressional districts to secure 
the Congressmen, how much greater 
will it be when the Presidential prize is

Michiganizing should both be stopped 
‘by comprehensive cohstitutional amend- 
ments before the abuse is established by 
custom. There is no telling to what 
lengths they may be carried or to what 
extent the sateguards of the Republic 
may be broken down by politicians am- 
bitious for their own aggrandizement if 
these tendencies are not held in check. 
Let us preserve the entities of our 
States and not exalt the political im- 
portance of the Congressional district 
above them. Let us keep the represen- 
tation of the State as nearly in tone 
with the popular voice of its people as 
possible. Let us reaffirm the doctrine 
that ina popular form of government 
the majority must rule. There js ‘no 
other safe ground to stand upon, ~Any 
departure from this leads toward 
oligarchy and despotism, no matter how 
imperceptible may be the stages of pro- 
gression.

“AT THE CHURCHES. 


Bishop Haygood at the Trinity 
M. E. Church. 


An Eloquent Sermon Delivered to an 
Immense Congregation. 


Rev. Will A. Knighten at the Simp- 
son Tabernacle, 


The Usual Services at the Christian, First 
Methodist, First Presbyterian, First 
Baptist and Immanuel Charch 
—Y. M. C. A. Meeting. 


Bishop Haygood, who has just re 
turned from a three-months’tour through 
Mexico and the Southern States on 
ecclesiastical duties, preached a sermon 
at the Trinity Methodist Church Sonth 
yesterday that stirred the hearts of the 
immense congregation. His subject 
was ‘“The Fatherhood of God” and his 
plain, simple statement of the truth as 
set forth in the scripture was powerful 
in its directness. 

“The most important movement in 
the last half century as affecting the 
human race,’’ said the bishop, ‘‘is not 
in the line of invention or discovery, 
but in the broader appreciation of the 
truth of the Bible taken in its reality 
and not in figurative speech—the redis- 
covery of what Jesus taught—the real- 
ity of the Divine Father. Things have 
been mystified over-much and the sim- 
plicity of the scriptures buried in the 
rubbish of learning or lost in the fogs of 
philosophy.’”’ 

The bishop then went on to show the 
boundless, unutterable love of God for 
all human creatures who are his sons by 
the véry fact of existence. The dif- 
terence between the religious and the 
wicked lies in the men, not in God, who 
is just as much the Father of the prod- 
igal as of the righteous son. The gra- 
cious renewal of the Holy Ghost does 
not create the fact of sonship but 
brings the sinner to realize his sonship. 

Only love fairly comprehends charac- 
ter, and love begets likeness. Every 
Christian grows more aud more like the 
Master he loves and serves..

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10,—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Fifty-second Con- 
gress is now in the second month of its 
sesssion, yet it has not materially ad- 
vanced any legislation, nor is the pres- 
ent week likely to work any change in 
this particular. The Senateis waiting 
on the House, where appropriation bills 
must originate, andin the absence of 
rules conferring the necessary author- 
ity the House committees are unable to 
report measures. Onthe calendar of 
the Senate there is nothing of general 
interest and little prospect of reports 
coming from committees at an early 
day in the week, so that beyond listen- 
ing to speeches and considering nomi- 
nations in executive sessian there will 
be little for the Senate to do. : 

' The House has no programme of busi- 
ness for the week. It is still embarked 
onthe sea of general parliamentary 
practice, and until a code of rules is 
framed the course of proceeding will 
depend upon the conditions arising from 
day today. The committees: have as 
yet done nothing more than effect or- 
ganization, sothat it is y any 
measures will beon the House calen- 
dar for action before next week. Un- 
der the temporary order of the House, 
—- to facilitate business prior to the 
adoption of a full set of rules, Monday 
will be devoted to the introduction of 
bills under the call of States. There 

some opposition to the allowanceof 
clerks to the smallercommittees, which 
may leadtoa prolonged debate on the 
necessity for economy in expenditures. 

Mr. Biount, chairman of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, has moved a recon- 
sideration of the vote by which the 
House refused to concur in the Senate 
resolution making an appropriation to 
charter a supply vessel for the relief of 
the Russian sufferers, and if an oppor- 
tunity comes he will endeavor during 
the week to have the House agree toa 
reference of the resolution to the For- 
eign Affairs Committee. 


THE FEE SYSTEM. 


Efforts to Have it Abolished in Federal 

Wasuineton, Jan. 10.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] An effort will be made 
by a number.of Democratic Representa- 
tives to have the Appropriations Com- 
mittee recommend that the fee system 
_in federal offices be abolished as far as 
can well be done. A number of Con- 
gressmen, especially in the Southern 
States, urge that the continuance of the 
_ fee system results in much hardship to 
the people in their States through dep- 
uty marshals and other court officers 
straining the law for the purpose of 
making cases in courts, thereby increas- 
ing the emoluments of officers. It is 
urged that the Government would really 


««Save a great dealof money by paying 
. Salariesto the employés necessary in 


fee offices, requiring all fees to be 
turned into the United States Treasury. 
Vigorous opposition, however, is ex- 
pected to this reform. The Appropria- 
tions Committee has not yet got to 
work, and it is uncertain what will be 
the outcome. i 

One of the attempts to do away with 
perquisites in federal offices is of con- 
siderable interest. to numerous post- 
mastérs of the, first class throughout the 
country. At present stamped envelopes 
are furnished to postmasters at a cost 
ofa fifth of acent for each envelope. 
No protit is realized on these by the 
postmaster when he sells them in large 
lots. When sold singly or in small 
quantities there is a profit of four-fifths 
ofa cent on each envelope, and Mr. 
O’Neil of Missouri, who intends to urge 
Congress to change the practice, says 
the result is a considerable profit 
to postmasters in receipt of regular 
fixed salaries. He will urge that 
hereafter stamped envevelopes be 
furnished at cost in 5-cent lots, the 
price of the stamp not included. The 
Government, he says, should not make 
a profit on these and other conveniences 
it furnishes the people, but should give 
them at cost whenever it is practicable 
and any profits arising should not go to 


salaried officers.

‘UNITED IN DEATH. 


A Remarkable Freak of Nature Seon in, a 
Graveyard. 


Roster (Mo.,) Jan. 2.—|Corspond- 
ence.| One of the most reremark- 
.able- freaks of nature, was brought 
to light a few days ago by the 
changing of an old cemetery which was 
caused by the sale of afarm. Near an 
orchard a small portion of the 
farm had been set aside for the 
family burial place, and in this 
several bodies had-been placed. The 
plot was so small that it became neces- 
sary to bury them close together, and 
the trees of the orchard overshadowed 
the grave. At the foot of an fiimense 
apple tree were the remains of William 
Smithson and his wife, who had been 
buried there about thirty years ago, 
when the tree wassmall. These two 
bodies were close together, the old 
couple having died within forty-eight 
hours of each other and were buried in 
the same grave. 

When the farm was sold the children 
of the original owner thereof made ar- 
rangement to have the bodies removed 
to the cemetery at this town, and they | 
began by taking up the bodies of Mr. 
and Mrs. Smithson. When _ the 
diggers reached the coffin. they 
were surprised to find that they 
could ‘not raise them from the 
grave and an investigation revealed the 
fact that the tree had sent its roots 
into the grave and these roots had fol- 
lowed the forms of the dead couple in 


such manner that the  bod- 
ies had been completely replaced 
by wood, which had taken the 


exact form of the bodies. The strang- 
est part of it was the fact that the root 
had divided before it got to the head 
of the corpses and bad followed closely 
the outline with the exception that a 
branch had crossed and joined the two 
in the region of the heart. No vestige 
of bone was to be found and the root 
was covered again and left undisturbed.

TROUBLE IN THE MOON. 


A Virginia Professor Sees Great FP) ysical | 


_ Disturbances in That Body. 

Prof. J. LL. Ray, who has been for 
some months past closely studying the 
moon's contour through his great, tele- 
scope, now comes to the front with a 
statement of a stattling discovery of re- 
cent terrible volcanic action in our 
long-coasidered-dead satellite, says an 
Ashland (Va.) correspondent of the At- 
lanta Constitution. 

For some months past he has been.of 
the opinion that volcanic action on 
the moon, if it has been extinct, is not 
so now, even though he could not sup- 
Py reasons by the nebular hypothesis. 
“On the night of June 22,’ says Prof. 
Ray, ‘‘my thoory was confirmed as I 
gazed upon our once quiet and modest 
Luna, evidencing tremendous energy 
over her whole surface which presented 
itself. Isaw that what here of late 
have been considered great gray plains 
are in reality great seas, or else a mol- 
ton mass, as I saw immense sheets, 
seeming of water, thrown through 
the lunarian atmosphere and find- 
ing a’resting place at least a thousand 
miles from where they formerly were. 
I saw saw several great mountains sink 
—the whole moon swayed to and fro, 
and everything in the lunar heavens 
was in the wildest confusion. I gazed 
withthe most intense awe upon this 
awful spectacle for hours, until the con- 
fusion finally subsided and there seemed 
to bea dead calm as before. I feel 
fully confident that the moon was 
thrown several degrees out of her 
course, and she is also perceptibly 
nearér, perhaps 20,000 miles. 

‘‘Now, how this may affect the natural 
order of things I cannot tell, but as the 
revolution of the moon is caused by an 
instantaneous force hurling our satel- 
lite-into space and the constant attrac- 
tion of the earth, then if this constant 
force of the attraction of the earth in- 
creases as the square of the distance 
decreases, andthis instantaneous force 
remains the same, we see that the two 
no longer balance, and this harmonious 
| action of forces would be destroyed and 
the moon will finally come directly to 
earth, and terrible will be the crash. 

“So it may be that inthe near future 
our satellite andthe earth will unite 
and become one, as they were once be- 
fore, sometime in the history of the 
universe, far back in eternity.”’ 


The Value of Lemons. 
[Chicago Herald.] 
A writer who seeks to mitigate the 
suffering caused by excessively hot 
weather by describing how to make 
simple and cooling drinks suitable for 
the summer season incidentally pays a 
tribute to the great virtue of the lemon, 
and a medical authority has promptly 
written a letter confirming this com- 
mendation of the cooling fruit, and 
urging its more frequent use in lieu of 
strong medicines, which often do more 
harm than good. He says that, al- 
though most people know the value of 
a glass of lemonade before breakfast, 
few know that the benefit is more than 
doubled by taking another atnight also. 
A better way to fight a billious attack 
than powders or quinine isto take the 
juice of one, two or three lemons in as 
much water as will make it pleasant to 
drink without sugar before going to 
bed. In the morning on rising, at least 
half an hour before breakfast, take the 
juice of one lemon in a tumbler of ordi- 
nary or soda water.

There are few physicians in town who do 
not have to answer many times aday the 
* questions of anxious patients who want to 
know if the gripis contagious. So much 
has been said and written of the disease 
and so little is known of it that one has to 
depend largely on the individual opinion of 
his doctor for.an answer to his inquiry. It 
is safe to say that Pasadena physicians,who 
have had plenty of experience lately with 
the disease, incline for the most part to the 


belief that the disease is not contagious, but |. 


in this belief they differ from practitioners 
abroad, who have recently petitioned their 
parliaments to take legal steps to stop its 
progress. The petitioners were so success- 
ful that in several instances in England per- 
sons who were suffering from the malady 
and who frequented public places were 
charged with violation of the health laws 
and fined. .. 

A well-known physician, who has made a 
careful study of the grip, says there is ab- 
solutely no evidence on which to base an 
opinion that the disease is contagious. He 
says it is due to peculiar atmospheric con- 
ditions, but that the malady has been stud- 
fed for so short a time that specialists have 
not been able to discover its precise origin. 
The history of the disease is peculiar. It 
is nearly. a hundred years old so far as the 
annals of medicine show, but has only in 
half a dozen times® become epidemic. In 
1832 Dr. Graves of Dublin wrote a pam- 
phiet on it, jn which he gave elaburate rea- 
sons for his belief that it was non-conta- 
gious, and wrote an account of its ravages 
atthattime. It was thought then, as now, 
that it was due solely to climatic influence. 

Hospital physicians, where the disease 

revails to a large extent, maintain that it 

oes not spread by contagion, but is due 
solely to infection. The difference lies in 
the fact that an infectious disease is one 
which attacks persons because of one gen- 
eral condition, which makes all alike liable 
toits mfluence, while a contagious disease 
is one which is spread by personal contact. 

Dr. Orville Harwitz of Philadelphia, who 
is an expert on throat and lung troubles 
ana who has made a special study of the 
grip, says that itis caused by some specific 
micro-organism which has not yet been 
discovered. The germ he believes to be 
vegetable in character, and will soon be 
under the microscopic lens of some indus- 
trious physician. He accounts for its ap- 

arance in damp weather by saying that 

t is generated, as influenza and other throat 
and lung diseases are, by a sudden change 
inthe atmosphere. The abrupt approach 
of winter causes it, and the mysterious 
germ travels faster when the weather 
grows warmer again. 

It is a question whether the above will 
furnish any consolation to the many Pasa. 
denians who are down with the disease, 
but it will at least afford some security to 
such as have been fearful of c@ntracting it 
by contagion.

A Remarkable Feature in Connection 
with the Peat Lands. 


Not_a Single Case of Grip in That Local- 
ity—Another Rich Mining Strike— 
General News Notes—Per- 
sonal Mention.

A remarkable feature of a portion of Or- 
ange county has just been brought to light 
in which there isa balm in Gilead for the 
unfortunate victims of the prevailing epi- 
demic—la grippe. Nearly every reader of 
THE TIMEs has heard of the wonderful pro- 
ductiveness of the peat lands, in the west- 
ern portion of this county, where pumpkins 
grow to such immense size that children 
may have them hollowed out and made 
into play-houses, beets growing that weigh 
from forty to ninety pounds and corn made 
to produce as many as 125 bushels to the 
acre. This peat land is not only noted for 
its fertility, but itis gaining quite a repu- 
tation as a fuel, much of it having already 
been used forthat purpose. As a fertilizer 
it also gives great promise and is used to a 
considerable extent now in the less favored 
localities, for both citrus and deciduous 
fruits. But another use, or rather its pres- 
ence as a preventive, promises to make this 
particular locality more widely known 
the world than ever before. 
use is nothing more or less than 
lute preventive of la grippe. There 
eonly about 3000 acres of this peat 
land, and it lies directly west of Santa Ana 
toward the coast, but upon it are living 
many hundreds of people, among whom is 
not an existing case of la grippe. On all 
sides of this land the epidemic has been 
raging for the past several weeks, a num- 

ber of cases proving fatal, but on this land 
not a case hasbeen known. This question 
is puzzling the local physicians, and, so far, 
cannot be accounted for. The general be- 
lief is that the epidemic was brought 
to us from across the water, and 
that its effect upon a victim was 
most to be fearedin a locality where the 
atmosphere was moist and -bordering on 
dampness. This fact would indicate that 
there issome peculiarity of the soil which 
does not admit of the presence of the grip 
germs. This, however, is only speculative 
and an investigation may develop an entire 
different theory. The fact that this partic. 
ular locality has been so free from the pres- 
ence of the grip is not yet generally known 
inthis county. The physicians are inclined 
to the belief that the grip is not a re- 
specter.of localities, and that the peat-land 
country will yet be visited by the malady, 
but admit that it is a singular fact that the 
community has not yet, to their knowledge, 
had its first case. a 

A RICH FIND. ,

Narrow Escape of the Freight House 
from Destruction. 
A Tank Car of Oil and Several Box 
Cars Burned. 


Sweeping Change in the Management of 
the County Hospital—The New

Saturday night at 10:30 o'clock, as the 
audience was leaving the operahouse, a 
fire alarm was given and off to the south a 
glare of light anda dense column of smoke 
were visible. There was a grand rush in 
that direction, bringing about 1200 people 
to the Santa Fé depot, where a tank car of 
oil was enveloped in flames. It was just 
opposite the freight depot, and the roof and 
side of this were covered with flickering 
flames. As soon as the fire department ar. 
rived water was thrown upon the depot 
building and a stream kept playing until 
the oilfromthe tank was consumed and 
the depot saved. Upon the other side six 
or eight freight cars caught fire in lines 
along the roof and corners before they 
could be hauled out of reach of the heat 
of the burning oil. But by throw- 
ing dust upon them, carrying water 
in buckets and running them under 
the supply spout at the water 
tank all were saved except a box car of 
lumber billed for San Diego. This was 
nearly burned up. , 

How the fire caught is a mystery, as the 
car burst into flames while being switched 
about the yard. The loss includes a tank 
car, a box car, portions of the sides and 
roofs of several box cars, a portion of the 
side and roof of the freight house, a tank 
of oil, most of acarload of lumber and sev- 
eral rods of track.

His Relations with the Central Bank. 
of Toronto, Canada. 


Suit Brought Against Him for $161,531.60 
 —A Statement That Makes Some 
Very Interesting . 
Reading. 


The Evening News of Toronto of re- 
cent date contains the following about 
a resident of Los Angeles: 


Acting for George Hogaboom, the pur- 
chaser of the unrealized assets of the Cen- 
tral Bank, Morphy, Millar, Le Vesconte & 
Smyth Rave issued a writ of summons 
against D. Mitchell McDonald, the whilom 
director of the defunct institution, setting 
up a claim of $161,531.60. The statement 
of claim has been filed, and by this time the 
defendant has probably been served with 
the writ at his home in Los Angeles, Cal. 

The statement of claim makes interest- 
ing reading, showing in concise form just 
how McDonald got into the bank for a good 
round sum. He appears to have got his 
arm in right up to the shoulder and to have 
palled out a tidy sum. 

It will be remembered that the liquid- 
ators, in order to realize upon McDonald's 
estate after he had gone andthey had be- 
gun work, bought up ‘the. claims against 
him at 25 centsonthe $1. The statement 
of claim sets these forth. They are ac- 
counts from plumbers, carpenters. doctors 
and other similar bills. This left the 
bank's account the only charge against the 
estate. When the latter was sold it real- 
ized $43,834.90, leaving the balance due 
the bank $161,531.60. 

The director of a bank occupies a respon- 
sible position. He is intrusted with the 
money of shareholders and depositors just 
as much as arethe officers ot that bank, 
and most people, at least those who deposit 
their hard-earned dollars in the care of the 
management, will hofd to the idea that the 
directors have less right to monkey with a 
bank's funds than anybody connected with 
the institution. To these people this state- 
ment of claim would make most interesting 
matter. Lack of space forbids the publica- 
ws of itin full, but the substance is here 
given. 

It is set forth that on October 24, 1887, 
the defendant, McDonald. borrowed $39,- 
921.47 from thé Céntral Bank on his note 
at one month with interest at 7 per cent. 
perannum, and that this note matured 
Noveinber 24, but has not been paid in 
whole orin part. It will be observed that 
this money was obtained from the bank, 
ohly a month before the institution went 
under. 

On October 29, 1886, McDonald obtained 

2000 from the bank on his promissory 
note, payable on demand. Though pay- 
ment was demanded on several occasions, 
says the statement, it was never made. 

Another clause sects forth that McDonald, 
as acustomer of the bank, overdrew his 
account by checks and drafts $61,596.82, 
but never repaid any of it. 


On October 20, 1887, the bank loaned 


him $21,954.64, which he has failed to 


pay back. 

There was a promissory. note for $2000 | 
made by a Toronto firm, forthree months 
from October 1@;1887, and indorsed by 
the defendant, but it was never paid. 

On October 8, 1886, the bank loaned Mc- 
Donald $10,000, which he neglected to pay, 
though several times asked to settle up. 

Then follow a number of small notes 
which he had incorsed. 

Among the claims bought by the bank 
was one for a balance of $7700 for princi- 
pal and interest for money loaned him by 
a Mrs. Miller. 

On November 14, 1887, a note for $22,- 
000 was discounted atthe bank for Me- 
Donald and for .others. The others after- 
ward paid their share, but McDonald did 
not pay his, which is stated at $4950.29. 

Then there is the guarantee bond for 
Cashicr Allan still unsettled for. 

Altogether this is a nice record for one 
year. 


THE KIMBALL INQUEST. 


No New Facts Brought Out—Two Ver- 
diets Returned, 

Coroner Weldon returned from Santa 
Monica last evening, where he held an 
inquest on the remains of Charles Kim- 
ball, the saloon man who was killed by 
Deputy Sheriff Kellar early Saturday 
morning; while resisting arrest. 

The inquest was held early yesterday 
morning with thirteen jurors, but no 
new facts were brought out, as Con- 
stable Dexter, whose story was pub- 
lished in Tur Times yesterday morning, 
was the principal witness. The jury 
brought ina majority and a minority 


report. Eleven signed the first ver- 
dict, and it read:, *‘We, the jury, find 
that Charles H. Kimball came to his 


death from a bullet wound at the hands 
of W. H. Kellar. and that we do hereby 
exonerate said Kellar from all blame, 
he being an officer in the discharge of 
his duty.”’ 

‘The second verdict was in the same 


-torm, but did not exonorate Kellar.
